Ira Beynon, Lincoln attorney, i-, home 
after some time spent in the .service of th« ‘ 
Ei.senhower administration as a figure

the General Services Administration 
Mr. Heynon, by and large, enjoyed his 
work , completed his period of service, and 
now has a multitude of experiences to re­ 
flect upon. One ot them was disappointing 
and painful. 
When he joined the (ISA he was placed 
in charge of the government’s nick el plant 
at Xicaro, Cuba - an enterprise formed to 
assure the United States of an adequate 
supply of that critical metal during th(> war. 
but which over the years became more of a 
rat hole for government money. 
With a middle westernt'r’s tine regard lor 
the value of a dollar—public or private, and 
a thrifty m a n’s reluctance to indulge in wel­ 
fare statism except in eases of proved hard­ 
ship and need. Mr. Beyiion began slopping 
the leak s. He found that the plant had been 
paying $1.70 a ton for ore, albeit there was 
a nearby ore body where the same could 
be had for 8 to 12 cents a ton. He did the 
indicated thing: built a spur railroad track 
to the place and began to save something 
lik e SL50 a ton. 
•A proper ending to Hus story would he a 
public tribute for a constructive piece ot 
public service. 
But the real ending was that affronted in­ 
terests had him investigated and for a tune 
there w'as the possibility that he would be 
run out as a public enemy. Fortunately an 


immaculate record for mosaic rectitude re­

First Things First 
One of the most pressing problems facing the city of 
Lincoln in the sports realm, of course, is improvement of 
golf facilities. 
And the No. 1 problem is expansion. Lincoln needs more 
public golf facilities than Pioneers can possibly provide. 
There just isn’t space and time at the city’s only Pub- 
links course to take carc of the rapidly-growing demand. 
While the solution is obviously the con.struction of a 
new course, the mailer of financing the answer is a green 
of another color, 
.Money—and it takes a whale of a lot—to build an ad­ 
ditional golf course ju.ht is not a\ailable to the city and 
probably won’t be for several years. 
With this in mind, it seems that the Golf Board put 
the putt before the drive in it’s 1959-60 budget request sup­ 
plemental report to the City Council. 
Wh ile It undoubtedly would be nice, an estimated $9,000 
exp en d itu re for 
blacktopping the drive and parking area at 
Fioneers comes under the heading of an expensive luxury. 
It s a great idea if there is plenty of money about to 
take care of the necessities first. But since the City is un­ 
able to relieve the Publinks congestion, it’s unrealistic to 
(^ote a chunk of money on a relatively minor dust prob- 


Primary Need 
Needed much worse than a black-topped parking area 
is a serious study of the problems and a serious attempt 
to solve the player inconviences—on the course—that have 
been mushrooming in recent years. 
The second Golf Board proposal is the soundest of the 
three—“ funds to be used to secure enough land for another 
regulation 18-hole grass greens golf course, with the idea 
that 9 holes would be developed immediately, and the 
other 9 holes to be developed after the comiijetion of the 
first 9 holes.” 
^ 
But again it boils down to the fact that the ( itv doe.sn’t 
have the money to purchase land for a new course.* Best bet 
appears to be an attempt to add 9 more holes adjacent to 
the present Pioneers course. 
B’inally, the Golf Board recommended that the City 
‘rebuild all greens at Pioneers, three each vear, starting 
with Numbers 1, 7 and 12.” 
Ager Right 
James Ager Lincoln’s \ery able superintendent of 
parks, wisely “ took exception” to this recommendation. 
In view of the fact that heavy traffic is supposedly the 
main threat to the Pioneers greens, there is no point in 
spending money to replace greens which will continue to 
be abused through over-taxation of facilities. 
There is only one major issue involved—that of ex­ 
panding Lincoln’s golfing facilities and relieving pressure 
at Pioneers. Every effort—and every possible dollar— 
should be directed toward that objective. 
When that problem is licked, there will be time enough 
to start thinking about fringe benefits and luxury items. 
Best Answer 
In the final analysis, however, Lincolnites should ex­ 
pect to receive only the recreational facilities and park 
programs which they are willing to pay for via taxes. We 
have a tendency to want the best, while paying only a 
minimum of taxes. 
I ’m continually amazed at the fine job being done by 
Ager and Recreation Director Jimmy Lewis, both of whom 
know' how lo get the most out of a buck. 
Until Lincoln citizens express a willingness to spend 
more money through taxes, rather than depending on do­ 
nations or the left-overs after other functions arc supported, 
th e Cap ital City of Nebraska will not have the mod ern ized 
recreational p ark p rograms th at it sorely n eed s.
